"This morning, I recieved in my mail box your card (Form 3540-A) telling me that a 
letter besring my return card was extracted from the mails at G.P.0, with no postage 
there-to affixed, It requested I send. 6¢ in postage in order to have the letter sent 
on ite way. It was intended for... (Wagner's adirese). 
"This letter contained four (4) typed stencils which were in a most decided Imrry to 
get to Mr, Wagner. Your holding this letter back for no less than four (4) days has 
inconvenienced Mr, Wagner and ine, and has annoyed 150 members of our club. I type 
these stencils here in Brooklyn and mail them to our Bxecutive Secretary, Mr, Wagner, 
at the above address, He is supposed to get them on Friday, and to mail out the print 
ed pages on Saturday morning. Now this letter with the stencils was withdrawn from 
the mails on Thursday, Nov. 9 at G.P.O. I Jid not receive the notice card until Nov, 
11. That means it will be until Monday, Nov. 13 before your office (Room 4508) gets 
this postage, holding this important letter up for four (4) days. 
"Now I work in a Post Office station - Bederal Reserve Station, New York 45, I know 
for a fact that we receive a considerable amount of mail there, and almost every day 
we rec@ive one or more letters with no postage on then, @id“cdndaetssedy “dy wdtst 
Hetwe Gite" oe rith a postage due charges. Return addresses are on them, and they are 
still sent through in an efficient mamer with tne postage plus fine being payed by 
the adiressee, Why then was this not done in this case? After all, with the speci- 
fication of what train I wanted it to go out on, your men should have been able to 
figure &4t was important and in a hurry. I don't see-why such tactics were used in my 
case. I realize that the Post Office these days is nothing like it used to be when 
we got good serviee, and this stupid rula on holding up an important letter is one 
which should be stricken from the books, Every letter is imporrant and is in a hurry~ 
and it ib ep to you and the men under you to ses that every one is delivered with 
dispatch¢g and celerity, and not held up like mine was. pobeooabopos 
"It would seem to me that since it had already been postmarked Church Street P.C. your 
men could mave seen that there had been a stamp on it, and it had empe off! I fail 
to see why I should have to pay the original 3¢, plus 6¢ you request, plus 3¢ for 
this letéer, or a tol of lé¢ to have one letter delivered! Suppose the stamp you 
put on comes off somewhere} It'd have to send more stamps, I suppose, That's quite a 
way to try to balance the budget, i'd say. But I guess we'll just have to get used 
te the poor service we now get. As usual, the public suffers from the bungling of 
Federal employ3es. Had I not have had my return address on that letter, you would 
have had to have sent it to North Girard, Pa! Is this the price I have to pay becaus 
I follow the rules and include my return address? You may be assured from now on that 
on these letters to Mr, Wagner in North Girard that I WILL NOT PUT MY RETURN ADDRESS 
ON THE ENVELOPE, simply because of the chance that the stamp might come off and the 
letter again be delayed! It would seem to me to be the fault of the Post Office whee 
mail tube caused the atamp to come off, I imew that the glue on the back of sone of 
the commemorative issues is very poor. For one, the Boy Scout stamp was very diffi-~ 
cult to get to adhere to the envelope. I often had to use other glue to stick it on. 
Why??? Because of the Federal order cutting iown the mail service, it has suffered 
much.
